Paris, Jan. 8—The Figaro 
Weduesday pubiished a striking 
appeal tothe world in favor of 
peace written by Capt. Louis 
Marie Julien Viaud, best known 
as Pierre Loli, famous traveler, 
author and friend of the Moham- 
médan, tn which he flays the ra- 
pacity of Europe in regard to the 
Mohammedan. 

Italy’s indefensible seizure of 
Tripoli and her war on Turkey, 
says M Loli, are manitestations 
of this mockery of modern civil- 
iaztion which looks on placidly at 
massacre, at war and the shelling 
of cities and spilling of innocent 
blood. 

He compares certain of the 
EHuropean powers to hyenas wait- 
ing to fill their stomachs with 
the remains of maimed and dying 
Turkey.
